■  LOOK FIELD  flrKKET  IIPIOVK 
MEN  r  LAW. 

There  seems  to  be  a  strsnge  misunder¬ 
standing  in  our  community  about  thc 
meaning  and  intent  of  the  Street  Improve¬ 
ment  Law. 

It  is  true  the  nine  closely  printed  octavo 
pages  make  rather  a  formidable  document, 
and  are  not  sufficiently  attractive  in  style 
or  incident  to  interest  the  generality  ol 
readers.  It  is  divided  up  into  nincteeu 
articles,  and  sets  forth  as  clearly  as  the 
general  run  of  such  legal  papers  do,  the 
purpose  and  requirements  of  the  law. 

Soon  after  it  came  to  baud,  we  publish¬ 
ed,  in  the  GsXkttb,  a  lucid  synopsis  of  (be 
law,  which  will  be  found  in  our  Issue  oi 
June  7.  1S78. 

The  first  two  articles  embrace  all  that 
concerns  our  present  purpose;  they  read  as 
follows: 

1.  Be  It  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General 
Assembly  of  tl.e  Slate  of  N«w  J«r»ey.  Tbat  It 
a  tall  be  ibedsty  uf  ibe  towu-Ufo  cumuli  lie*  of

ru id*,  lakes,  pond-,  streams  aud  water  coursas 
wllliiii  said  towusbl|-. 

a.  And  be  It  enacted,  That  tt  shall  ba  lawful 


ant  to  undertake  Jiuprutcmet-U  which  may 
land  further  than  would  wen  expedient  to 
go  at  present.  Toi*  feeling  Is  laudsubr 
and  deserves  our  respect 

But  we  have  to  suggest  that  it  M  by  no 
means  necessary  or  expedient  el  the  pres¬ 
ent  time,  that  Ibe  town,  or  the  residents  »n 
1  he  line  of  any  contemplated  improvement, 
should  be  burdened  with  unexpected  *R- 
peases  or  sacrifices. 

It  aeciua  quite  feasible  end.  we  think, 
entirely  competent  tor  tl  e  Committee  uod«r 
the  lew,  in  their  discretion,  themselves  to 
designate  on  the  Macomb  map,  by  rxpres 
aive  colored  lines,  those  changes  which  are 
deemed  immediately  desirable  end  Import 
ant  to  be  known  and  established.  Then, 
alter  giving  the  three  months  notice  end 
opportunity  for  remonsirspce,  required  by 
the  Hud  article  (section  find)  of  tbs  law, 
they  could  declare  those  changes  which 
should  be  finally  decided  upon,  and  tbey 
would  be  thenceforth  of  legal  and  binding 
foroa  according  to  the  Srd  section  of  the 
find  article.  | 

It  will  be  teen  that  all  this  will  carry 
the  time  forward  to  February  or  March 
next  before  the  change  can  be  established, 
however  manileetly  expedient  end  deeirabh 
such  change  may  be. 

It  will  a lao  be  noticed  that  it  does  not 
follow  upon  the  decision  of  the  town  com¬ 
mittee  that  the  actual  work  shall  be  forth¬ 
with  undertaken  and  the  coat  thcreol 
levied.  The  (taw  of  executlug  the  ordi¬ 
nance  will  bo  subject  to  the  discretion  ol 
the  committee  and  the  reasonable  demands 
of  the  citizens. 

One  more  point  is  evident  on  e  careful 
rending  of  the  law;  namely  that  the  com 
mittee  rre  authorized  to  make  changes  as 
may  appear  needful  or  advisable,  from 
fiuie  to  time  (and  not  necessarily  all  et 
ouc< )  in  the  aa me  way  as  we  have  showed 
for  the  first  improvement. 

It  there  views  are  sound  It  must  appear 
very  desirable  that  the  committee  should 
make  a  beginning  of  town  improvements 
under  this  law  at  once.  We  are  confident 
that  it  would  be  vary  satisfactory  to  a 
Urge  proportion  of  our  intelligent  citizens 
creditable  to  our  reputation  and  beneficial

The  first  article  is  mandatory  and  has 
beeu  complied  with,  so  we  understand,  at 
a  coot  of  $2,500.  though  w«  have  never 
had  the  opportunity  to  see  tbe  expensive 
mop;  nor  have  we  heard  of  any  citizen 
that  baa  enjoyed  that  privilege.  We  have 
no  doabt,  however,  that  such  a  map  eziata, 
and  pretumt  it  is  just  what  article  Aral 
cal  la  for.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  tbe 
town  committee  did  not  seise  tbe  opportu¬ 
nity  ol  its  completion  to  piece  it  in  some 
c  mapicuous  place  for  a  few  days,  at  least, 
where  ciiizena  could  have  examined  It 
deliberately  and  coo<erred  together  about 
the  roads,  with  this  delineation  of  the 
town  before  them. 

It  would  certainly  have  presented  the 
beet  possible  occasion  to  learn  the  views  of 
citizens  respecting  the  further  work  of  the 
next  article. 

Tbe  second  article  comprises  four  sec¬ 
tions.  The  manner  of  executing  the  pro 
visions  of  the  firtt  section  of  this  article  is 
iiteretionary  with  tbe  committee.  They 
may  pay  $3,300  more  to  have  a  duplicate 
map  of  the  lowerjlialf  of  the  town,  with 
tbe  additional  delineation  of  auoh  eaten 
at  not  or  closing  of  old  streets  or  opening 
of  new  streets  aa  they  may  see  fit  to  deaig 
Date;  or  they  may  have  these  proposed 
changes  delineated  on  the  Macomb  map  si 
ready  draw*,  (or  even,  if  they  so  elect, 
upon  any  other  map)  and  as  the  accurate 
measurements  and  drawings  by  Mr.  Ma 
comb  In  bla  $7,000  map  may  be  presumed 
to  be  entirely  reliable,  this  of  coarse  would 
bo  tbe  proper  map  on  which  to  iodicate 
the  changes  which  tbe  town  committee  are 
expected  to  propose  ;  unleae  tbey  decide 
that  it  lx  expedient  to  have  a  tooond  map 
made  new,  and  to  elaborate  an  ax  tensive 
plan  of  alteration*  and  changes 
The  other  sections  of  this  article  are 
specific,  dear  and  mandatory.

The  writer  wishes  tu  add  his  trWimoqy 
against  the  cramming  process  and  to  poj 
a  tribute  to  a  faithful  teacher.  In  N*v. 
1872,  w*  were  p reseat  at  a  meeting  of  lb « 
Aliunmi  of  th*  ■  ■  ■  High  Bcnool  and 
th*  various  graduate*  of  th#  school  were 
called  upon  for  remark*  as  is  cuatomary 
on  such  occasions.  Mr.  Henry  A.  Littcil. 
recently,  if  not  now,  of  Brooklyn,  waa  the 
prra’M  aei acted  a*  teacher  on  the  organise 
lion  of  the  school  in  1857.  HD  course  was 
directly  opposite  to  that  of  amaimlng. 
Questions  were  asked  in  aucb  way*  aud  th* 
various  topics  wore  brought  before  the 
minds  of  the  poptl*  in  such  a  manner  that 
the  first  term  appeared  u»  b*  sprnt  eritlmut 
auy  progress  having  beta  made  by  the 
school.  The  examination  at  th*  slops  of 
th*  term  was  not  an  exhibition,  or  if  ao, 
was  an  exhibition  ol  th*  ignorance  of  the 
pupils  regarding  th#  atudis#  of  tbe  pr>- 
vious  three  month*.  Many  of  the  parent# 
were  dismtDfied  and  complained  bitterly 
that  their  son#  and  daughter*  were  getting 
discouraged  at  the  very  alow  program 
made.
